Awarding Recognition to Local 4-H Club Leaders for Long Service." A preliminary

Conference held during the 1943 National 4-H Club Congress in Chicago, Tike 
Following is the preliminary report of that committee; 


From the time of the passage of the Smith-Lever Act, the 4-H Clubs have 
been an integral part of cooperative extension work as carried on by the U, 5. 
Department of Agriculture, the State colleges of agriculture, and the counties. 
Ever since cooperative extension work became Nation-wide in the United States, 
the local volunteer 4-H Olub leader has had an important part in developing and 
carrying out the 4—H Club program. 


Through the years, the State colleges of agriculture have developed various | 
plans for giving recognition to the services of the local 4-H Club leader. From 


‘these plans various ways and means were perfected whereby awards of recognition 
were presented to certain leaders. In the main, those awards were made in recog- 


nition of long-time service by the local volunteer 4-H leaders. 
In the light of these precedents, it is suggested that: 


1.- It is a responsibility of the State extension service in any given 
State to devise plans for providing recognition to the local volunteer 4—H Club 
leaders within that State. 


2.- In view of the increasing volume of 4-H Club membership and the corre- 
sponding increase in the number of local volunteer 4-H Club leaders, it is 
evident that presenting "4-H leadership awards of recognition" on a Nation-wide 
basis would be difficult if it were not awarded upon some such basis as length 
of service. : 


3.~ On the State level, continued use should be made of certain existing 
recognition awards such as; (a) Leadership certificates; (b) leadership pins; 
(c) expenses paid for attendance at State 4-H Club Week at the college of agri- 
culture; or (d) some other award. Such recongition awards may well be placed 
upon a basis of 1 year, 2 years, 3 years, 4 years, or 5 years of leadership 
service. 


4.- There is a certain merit in a somewhat uniform Nation-wide plan for 
"4-H leadership recognition" which would be acceptable to all of the States and 
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gested that there be established in 1944 (the 30th anni 
Smith-Lever Act) a series of four "4-H leadership awards of recogni. 
ch will be uniform throughout the country, for local volunteer 4-H 
‘ aders . These awards might be designated by some such names as; Be. 
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eee: (a) - The Award of the Silver Clover (for a total of years service) 
(bv) = The Award of the Gold Glover (for a total of _ years service) 
—- (c) = The Award of the Gold Clover (with pearl) (for a total of 
ca, ; 7 Ce . years service) | 
(da) - The Award of the Gold Clover (with diamond) (for a total of 
years service). 


: 6.- The above suggested plan, when ratified by the State club leaders and — 
when approved by the Extension Subcommittee on 4-H Club Work and the Committee on — 
‘Extension Organization and Policy, might be utilized by each of the several State
